TO  alleviate  the  exquifite  Suffer- 
ings of  Difeafe,  obviate  its  malig- 
nant Tendency  and  deftru£tive  Effe&s, 
or  interrupt  its  powerful  Communication, 
are  the  interefting  Views  of  this  moft  be- 
neficent Institution.  An  Appeal  to 
the  Teftimony  of  fimilarCHARiTiEs,  long 
eitablifhed  in  the  great  Metropolis  and  other 
populous  Communities  of  this  Kingdom, 
however  requifite  it  might  have  bten  in 
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the  early  Periods  of  fuch  novel  Engage 
ments,  muft  be  now  deemed  totally  ineli 
gible  ; frequent  Obfervation  and  unerrinj 
Experience,  amply  difplayed  in  the  Re 
cordsof  this  Dispensary,  affordingth 
belt  and  molt  latisfaCfory  Evidence  in  it; 
Favour.  The  recommendatory  Admi> 
fions,  efpecially  Surgical,  appear  very  nu- 
merous, and  the  general  Salubrity  of  thl 
Situation  (juftly  accounted  an  importar: 
Confideration)  has  been  affiduoufly  anl 
fuccefsfully  promoted.  To  effeCfuate  ths 
delirable  Purpofe,  a brief,  yet  diverfifid 
System  of  Precautions  and  Prophyla - 
tics,  varioully  qualified  to  mitigate  arl 
prevent  the  pernicious  Influence  f 
CONTAGION,  (than  which,  we  knov 
not  a Calamity  more  deplorable)  was  o- 
cafionally  diftributed,  and  the  Fulfillane 
of  its  Injunctions  earneftly  folicited.

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OF  the  Disb  as es,  requiring  the  Succours  of  this  Chap  ity,  the 
acute  and  contagious  claim  our  primary  and  principal  Attention; 
lot  only  as  in  themfeives  highly  violent  and  dedru&ive  to  their  fuf- 
ering  Obje&s  ; but  aifo  as  peculiarly  enabled  to  extenlively  diffufe 
i mod  baneful  Malignancy.  Their  progreffive  Occurrence  may  be 
accurately  traced  from  the  daily  Infertions  in  the  Difpenfary  Regif- 
cr. — Two  benign  Cafes  of  the  Natural  Small  Pox  remained  upon 
he  Books  at  the  Conclufion  of  the  lad  Year  : To  thefe  were  ad- 
led,  in  June  and  the  five  following  Months,  feveral  Others  equally 
lavourable,  with  one  fatal  Indance  in  that  of  January,  A few 
Applications  previoufly  made  for  the  falutary  EfFe£ls  of  INOCU- 
LATION, from  the  adjoining  Villages,  proved  perfectly  fuccefs- 
jul.  Hence  it  might  have  been  expe&ed  that  the  lower  Orders  of 
•ociety  relinquilhing  their  hitherto  almod  infuperable  Prejudices, 
ould  universally  permit  its  prefervative  Induence  ; a fingle  unfor- 
anate  Admidion,  and  which  was  certainly  imputable  to  injudicious 
donduft,  didinguifhing,  in  the  Space  of  Eleven  Years,  a Lid  of 
06  inoculated  Children  : the  Example  of  the  Opulent  and  Refpeft- 
ible,  at  the  fame  Time,  every  where  Sanctioning  this  beneficent 
/raCtice. 

Relative  to  Contagious  Fevers,  though  accidentally  liable, 
om  our  maritime  and  commercial  Situation,  to  their  frequent 
mportation,  we  can  mod  Satisfactorily  announce,  that  thefe  have 
itely  feldom,  and  always  mildly  occurred.  A Reference  to  the 
ibular  Statement  of  fuch  Cafes,  with  the  Observations  introductory 
the  Annual  Reports,  w ill  exhibit  the  cleared  Attedations  of  their 
omparative  Numbersand  refpeCtive  Fatalities.  We  were,  indeed, 
ift’y  apprehenfive  of  the  dangerous  V irulency  of  that  PEST  I LEN- 
IAL  DISEASE,  which,  almod  depopulating  the  Capital  of 
''merica,  had  long  and  banefully  prevailed  in  the  Wejl  India  I hands, 
onfequently,  upon  the  Arrival  of  the  Veflels  from  Jamaica,  in 
ie  Month  of  OCloher,  at  the  judicious  Requisition  of  a very  wor- 
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fthy  naval  Gentleman,  f the  Meafures  fuggefted  and  enforced  b) 
Government  to  prevent  its  Communication  were  moft  propitioufl) 
executed  : the  beft  Antidote  to  Infe&ion,  that  of  Fumigation  wit! 
Gun-powder  formed  into  a Pafle  with  Vinegar,  being  copioufh 
difFufed,  and  a perfeft  Ventilation  afterwards  admitted.  Thu 
happily  exempt  from  the  deleterious  Agency  of  foreign  Contagion 
we  had  only  to  effe&ually  prevent  its  originating  with  ourfelves,  o 
occafionally  preclude  its  Introdu6lion  from  the  adjacent  Country 
which,  as  a Subjeft  of  pall  Solicitude,  and  highly  important  in  it 
felf  and  i is  Confequences,  may  be  next  amply  confidered. 

Early  in  the  Month  of  AuguJ}t  a Fever  of  the  nervous  Type 
rapidly  and  potently  acceding  to  the  Putrid , which  had  long  ragec 
with  extreme  Virulency,  indillant  marflhy  Situations  of  this  Court 
try,  was  unfortunately  conveyed  to  an  extenfively  ufeful  Sail  Clot 
Manufa£lory  J in  the  Neighbourhood,  where  it  generally  and  vie 
lently  prevailed^  Many  of  the  Patients,  then  recommended  to  th 
Dispensary,  appeared  rather  to  fuffer  from  the  Operation  ofaf 
prehen  five  Anxiety  than  a&ual  Difeafe,  and  the  Whole  fpeedily  n 
covered.  The  Similarity,  in  various  Refpe&s,  of  this  Malady  i 
that  which  diftrefsfully  infefted  the  Cotton  Mills,  and  Townfhip 
Ratcbjfe , in  1784,  neceffarily  excited  an  immediate  and  feduloi 
Attention  to  the  numerous  prophyla&ic  and  precautive  Meai 
fagacioufly  preferibed  by  the  medical  Pra6litioners  at  Manchejler. 
Thefe,  fuitably  adapted  to  the  peculiar  local  Circumftances  of  tl 
Works,  and  a few  other  requilite,  lately  difeovered  Expedient 
were  afliduoufly  and  beneficially  employed  ; the  very  Seminia  * 
this  truly  alarming  Epidemic,  with  a folitary,  fatal  Exception  in  tl 
Father  of  a Girl  who  introduced  it  into  the  Family,  being  readi 
and  perfectly  eradicated.  A new  Regulation  adopted  by  the  Cor 
mittee,  from  the  Exigency  of  the  Occafion,  and  which  wi

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plicable  fo  future  Emergencies,  proved  remarkably  conducive  to  this 
falutary  End  ; a Nurfe-keeper  conftantly  attending  the  Sick,  for  the 
^Government  of  their  Regimen,  and  the  regular  Exhibition  of  the 
oroper  Medicines. — The  febrile  Cafes  fince  admitted,  in  the  Courfe 
af  this  Year,  folely  required  the  curative  Aids  of  tonic,  cordial,  and 
opiate  Remedies  ; faline  and  antimonial  Preparations,  or  Blifters, 
as  manifeftly  relaxing  and  debilitating  the  Syflem,  being  totally 
relinquifhed. 

The  Scarlet  Fever,  which  had  not  generally  raged  here  fince 
the  Spring  of  1788,  was  the  chief  Epidemic  of  this  Year.  The 
Origin  of  a Difeafe  fo  fingularly  definitive  to  Children  could  not 
beprecifely  determined.  We  only  find  that  it  firfl  made  its  Ap- 
pearance early  in  the  Summer,  gradually  acquiring  and  diffufing  a 
very  malignant  Influence  during  the  Whole  of  the  Autumn,  and 
:ill  the  Beginning  of  Winter.  The  mild  and  moifl  State  of  thefe 
iSeafons,  efpecially  in  November  and  Part  of  December , induced  a 
'putrid,  highly  pernicious  Tendency,  which  the  fucceeding  keen 
ind  permanent  Froft  alone  repreffed.  The  Difeafe  then  became 
more  favourable  ; its  baneful  Prevalency,  being  fenfibly  interrupt- 
ed, was  foon  after  finally  overcome.  Young  Subjets  and  Females 
)f  delicate  Conflitutions,  particularly  if  their  general  Health  had 
>een  previoufly  impaired  and  debilitated  by  conftant  Attendance  or 
ixquifite  Anxiety,  were  mofl  liable  to  fuffer  its  powerful  and  fatal 
influence. — Of  the  Nature  and  Degree  of  the  Symptoms  a confide- 
able  Variety,  in  different  Patients  and  Periods,  frequently  occur- 
id.  The  principal  and  mod  alarming  were  an  unremitting  febrile 
Tendency,  withfmall  fluid  Eruptions  occupying  the  Surface  of  the 
iody  ; a tumified  and  ulcerated  State  of  the  Throat  ; thick,  livid 
[ncruftations  upon  the  Mouth,  Tongue,  and  Lips,  with  copious 
Effufions  from  the  Eyes  and  Noflrils  ; violent  Delirium  and  ungo- 
vernable Reftlefsnefs  and  Inquietude;  frequent  Naufea,  Vomiting, 
Dr  Diarrhaea  ; and  the  whole  Concourfe  accompanied  with  extreme 
univerfal  Languor,  remarkably  obvious  in  the  Expreffion  of  the 
Eye.  The  Duration  of  this  Malady  was  from  three  to  feven  Days; 
and  an  irritating  Separation  of  the  Scarf  Skin;  glandular  Tumours, 
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efpecially  of  the  Neck;  Deafnefs,  arifing  from  Suppurations  in  the 
Ear;  and  oedematoust-  AfFe&ions  of  the  Extremities  are  its  frequent 
Terminations.  With  Regard  to  the  medical  Conduft,  as  indamma- 
matory  Appearances,  even  in  the  early  Stages  of  the  Diforder,  ne- 
ver powerfully  obtained,  the  antiphiogidic  Regimen  was  feidom 
ftri&ly  enjoined,  except  in  cold  Seafons  and  plethoric  Habits  : On 
the  contrary,  its  putrefcent  Difpofition,  preceded  and  didinguiffied 
by  Relaxation  and  Debility,  folely  indicated  the  liberal  Employ- 
ment of  Tonics  and  Antifeptics  : Of  thefe,  the  Bark,  Wine,  and 
Mineral  Acids  with  Opiates,  were  mod  eligible.  Bliders  to  the 
Throat,  and  detergent  Gargles  became  alfo  occafional,  palliative 
Expedients.  The  Efficacy  of  the  above  Remedies,  in  alleviating 
and  removing  urgent  Symptoms,  has  been  lately  fo  inconteftibly 
proved  by  Experience,  that  it  is  highly  probable  the  future  Fatality 
of  this  Contagion,  in  Circumdances  unpropitioufly  feptic,  may, 
from  their  copious  Adminidration,  in  many  Indances,  be  certainly 
anticipated  and  prevented. 

The  ufual  chronic  Weaknejfes  and  Diforders  of  the  Winter  were 
fenfibly  aggravated  by  its  extreme  and  permanent  Severity.  From 
the  20th  of  December  till  the  Beginning  of  March , a mod  intenfe  Froft 
with  much  Snow  (a  few  Days  of  Thaw  intervening)  prevailed  over 
Europe.  Farenheit’s  Thermometer,  in  the  open  Air,  being  fometimes 
reduced  folowas  i6deg.  below  the  freezing  Point.  Adhmaticand 
rheumatic  Complaints  then  principally  obtained.  In  the  former 
our  curative  Indications  chiedy  aimed  at  promoting  an  eafy,  abun- 
dant Expe&oration,  efpecially  obviating  any  local,  painful  Deter- 
mination : too  frequently,  however,  the  Progrefs  of  the  Malady  to 
its  fatal  Event  was  fo  exceedingly  rapid  as  to  prevent  their  Effi- 
cacy. In  thelatter,  a general,  or  topical  indammatory  Tendency  had 
been  effe&ually  guarded  againd,  and  a moderate  Degree  of  Perfpi- 
ration,  excited  and  fupported  by  the  lead  dimuiant  Diluents.  But 
the  Imbecillity  which  inceffant  Labour,  and  the  Advance  of  Life 
unavoidably  occafion,  increadng  the  Energy  of  Difeafe,  oft  rendered 
the  Aids  ol  Medicine  merely  palliative.  At  this  Seafon  alfo  acute 
Diforders,  particularly  of  a catarrhal  or  pleuritic  Nature,  induced 
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by  accidental  Expofure  to  cold,  potently  occurred  : yet  were  readily 
fubdued  by  an  exaft  Obedience  to  the  various  Articles  of  the  cool- 
ing Regimen,  and  principally  that  of  Blood-letting.  The  fame 
Modes  of  Treatment  moll  beneficially  applied  to  the  Relief  or  Re- 
moval of  incipient  confumptive  Affe&ions,  even  in  Ferfons  mani- 
feflly  fuffering  an  hereditary  Predifpofition  to  them.  Inattentive 
to  the  fuitabie  Regimen,  efpecially  a cautious  Pret’ention  of  the  im- 
mediate Operation  and  future  EfFedh  of  the  Inclemencies  of  the 
Seafon,  thefe  pulmonic  Complaints,  with  the  lower  Clafs  of  People* 
were  not  leLs  frequent  than  powerful. 

The  mutable  State  of  the  Weather  in  the  Month  of  Marcht  Froft, 
Snow,  and  Thaw  alternately  fucceeding,  gaveOccafion  to  the  gene- 
ral Prevalency  of  an  inflammatory,  catarrhal  INFLUENZA,  the 
chief  Chara&ers  of  which  were  an  acutely  painful,  and  fometimes  an 
oppreflive,  Senfation  in  the  Plead,  troublefome  Irritation  to  cough, 
with  difficult  Expe&oration,  and  abundant  Difcharges  from  the 
Nofe  and  Eyes.  Thefe  Symptoms,  univerfally  preceded  and  ac- 
companied with  extreme  Laffitude  and  Weaknefs,  efpecially  affedl- 
ing  the  Back  and  L.imbs,  remained  urgent  a very  few  Days,  gradual- 
ly receding,  and  feldom  admitting  any  aftive  medical  Interpofition. 
— The  dyfenteric  and  Hooping  Cough  Cafes>  though  neither  numerous 
nor  violent,  were,  for  the  mofl  Part,  remarkably  tedious.  Their 
Symptoms,  mitigated  by  occafional  Remedies,  being  only  removed 
by  the  Approach  of  a mild  and  temperate  Sealon. 

With  a perfeft  Convidtion  of  that  Philanthropy  and  Mu- 
nificence which  have  laudably  influenced  the  BEN  EFACTORS 
and  SUBSCRIBERS  to  this  Charity,  efpecially  thofe  remotely 
connedfed  with  it,  and  Dill  more  particularly  the  generous  Donor. 
of  the  Dispensary,  we  refpe&fully  efFufe  our  beft  Acknowledg- 
ments of  Gratitude  and  Efteem  : to  which  aifo  the  intelligent  Re- 
gister of  the  Royal  Humane  Society  is  juflly  entitled  for  the  fre- 
quent Remittance  of  thofe  various  Publications  which  fo  amply 
elucidate  and  expand  the  important  SubjeD  of  Interrupted  Anima - 
\tion.  Of  thefe,  the  firft  Volume  of  its  Tranfa&ions,  comprifing  a 
Period  of  Ten  Years,  accurately  and  ingenioufly  tracing  its  pro- 
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grcflive  Improvements,  defervedly  claims  the  higheft  Eftimation. 
We  cannot  here  omit  expreffing  our  Plaudit  of  Approbation  to  the 
Merits  of  an  Eflay  * on  Vital  Sufpenfion , which  has  lately  procured 
its  celebrated  Editor  a mofl  honorary  Premium.  Fortunately  this 
Port  and  the  Neighbourhood  have  not  lately  demanded  the  refufci- 
tating  Aids  of  that  valuable  Inftitution.
